JLn the year 1764, the Right Hon, the 
Earl of Landcrdale, being defirous of cngag*^ 
Wg a goyernfefs for two of his daughters, 
eapalble of inilrufiiilg them in the fciencea 
of muiic and geography^ and the Italian 
language, together with other accompliffi- 
ments proper for ladies of quality, direftcd 
Mrs. Fellows, of Princes-ftreet, near Leicef- 
ter-fields, a relation of his Lordfhip's fador, 
to advertife in the London newfpapers for 
a perfon fo qualified J in confequence of 
which a young woman, who called hcrfelf 
Caroline I)e Grofie^g^ was recommfended ' 
and engaged, and accordingly repaired to 
tht Eati's feat, at Hatton, about feven miles 
from Edinburgh, to enter upon the duties 
of her appointment. But foon after her 
arrlvil there. Lord Lauderdale thought pros- 
per to iifehafge Mifs 0e tJrofcerg, as a 

B ^ perfon 
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perfQn utterly unfit to be cntrufted with the 
education T)f his daughters. The refult of 
this proceeding was a procefs in the Court; 
of Seffion, commenced by Mifs Dp Grofberg 
againft the Earl and his Lady^ which fet forth, 
^' That the plaintiff (Caroline DeGrolberg) 
was engaged by the Earl and Countefs of 
Lauderdale, defendants, as governefs to their 
two daughters, at the rate of 25 guineas a 
year ; tha^t (he was to eat in the parlour, and 
to have the expences oif her journey to and 
from Hatton defrayed; that (he arrived at 
Hatton upon the 6th of April, 1764; and 
that the defendants difmifled her from their 
fervice upon the ninth day after, withoutal- 
lowing her to take her portmaiitcau, in 
which were her cloaths, along with herj 
and therefore concluding againft the defen-. 
dants for the payment of 30I. ftcrling, as 
the expence of her joprney froni London to 
Edinburgh, and 'back again, — 25 guineas as 
a year's wages,— and 40I. bpard- wages for 
that time,— with intereft of the faid funas 
during non-payment^at the expiration of the 
year,— and to deliver back a box apd port- 
manteau left by the plaintiff at Hatton, or 
I col. in lieu thereof, and, moreover, looj. 
for damages and expences of procefs,'* &<:• 
—Such were the grounds of Mifs De Qrof- 
berg's adion,. the merits of which we ihall 
now endeavour minutely tp inveftigate.

Wfceh the caufc firft carte before the 
Lord Ordinary, thfe defendants reprefent- 
fcd the plaintiff td be ah imi)oftor, and 
profligate woiHan, as they alleged had 
been difcovered by certain intercepted let- 
ters, which had come to her at ^atton, 
and as will be particularly fet forth here- 
after; and they folrcited that the plain^ 
tiff Ihould perfonally be ejcanlined upon in- 
terrogatories. And the Lord Ordinary, after . 
hearing both parties, was pleafed to order 
the plaintiff to be examined by comhiif- 
fionj and accordingly Mifs De Grofberg 
being interrogated l>n the 13th of Auguft, 
the deClaratioh fhe then made was fo th6 
fbllowingplirport :— • 

THAT, about the tnd of JFebruary, 1^64^ 
(he, the Declarant, (Mifs t>e Groiberg) 
lodged aft the houfe of Mrs. Potter, the 
wife of one Mr. Potter^ a Captain in the 
EngHfli fcrvice, at Ht)mmertoti, in the pa- 
rirti of Hackney ; and that Mrs. Potter told 
her, that her hulbalid was coufirt to the late 
Archbifhop of Canterbury i — That Mrs. 
Potter obfer^ing an advertifement in fhe ' 
faewfpapers, difedling any peirfon having the 
Qualifications therein required, to apply to 
Mrs. Fellows, in Printefs-ftrfeet, Leicefter- 
iBelds, to be engaged as governefs to two 
yoiHig ladies of quality, (he, Mrs. Potter, ad vif- 
td the Declarant to go and offer herfetf for 
B a that 
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, tjiaf plaQC t^Tbat Mrs. Potter told her, that 
ihe had writti5n tq Mrs, Fellows, and h^d ^i| 
anfwcr from hef, dpfiriqg the Declarant tp 
con>e; but that /he neither fenew what 
Mrs. Potter wrote to Mrs. Fiellpws, nor did 
Ae fee the aofwcr written by Mrs^ Fellows 
to Mrs. Potter j and a letter, dated at Horn- 
merton, 23d February, 1764, figned Ppttre^

the city, and who remained in the carriage 
while fhe waited upon Mrs. Fellows, but 
whom (he afterwards fet down in St James V 
ftreet :-~That fhe never undertook to teach 
the young ladies at Hatton geography or 
Italkui; nor did (he ever hear the former 
fpoken of there ; as to Italian, fhe could. . 
indeed read it a little, but fhe did not pro* 
fcfs to bo aWe to teach i^r-^That fhe never 
faid at Hatton, that Mr. Henderfon above* 
mentioned had promifed her marriage, or 
bad figtied marriage^articles.'-^Laflly, Mifs 
De Orofber ^ declared, that all fhe had then

Thus far Mifs De Grofberg's Declaration, 
whieb,notwithft4ndipgthccoDcludingclaufc, 
carries,* in many parts, a very fufpicious ap- * 
pcarance. It required, however, an anfwcr 5 
anc| confequently the Earl and Countefs of 
Lauderdale were ordered, at thcr fitting of 
the Court in November, to prepare one by 
l^e 4th of December, fpccifying the fa£(s 
which 4hey would undertake to prove. An 
anfwcr, or memorial, was accordingly pre- 
&rred, dated the 3d of December, 1764,

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the fobftance of which wc fliall n6w lay 
before the reader^ with the fame im^niality 
and precifion wc have obfcrved in our 6xhU 
bition of M ifs De Grofberg's Declaration i 
as follows: 

f HE Eart and Countcfs having (as hath 
been already reprefented) occafion for a 
governefs to fapenntend the education of^ 
the two eldeft young ladies their daughters^ 
and teach them muiic and Italian (they hav^ 
ing been pcrfcdted in the French language 
before), wrote, in the beginning of the 
year 1764, to Mrs. Fellows, in Princess-* 
ftreet, Lcicefter-fields> to make enquiry foi" 
a perjfqn of good charader qualified for that 
purpofe. As the moft likely means of ful-* 
filling her commiffion, Mrs. Fellows inferted 
in the London news-papers an advertifement 
for fuch a governefs, which foon brought

To this letter Mrs. Fellows addreffed an 
anfwer as dire^ed, defiring to fee ahd con- 
Vcrfc With the goverhefs rfecomtaehded ; in 
iconfequehce of which, on a Siinday even- 
ing, Mifs De Grolberg wfent to Mrs. 
Fellows'^ houfe, where fome friends, viz. 
Mr. and Mrs. SeWon, and two of their 
daughters, were then drinkibg tea with her ; 
in the prefence of which vifitors, Mrs. 
D Fellows 
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Fellows and Mifs Dc Gxoiberg had a ccwi- 
vierfatlon relatiire to the kttcr's qualifications, 
Ivhen ihe undertook to teach paying on the 
harpficord and guitar, Italian, geography, 
&c. addiog that fhc could have further re-r 
cwamcndauon from one Lady Holmes, 
with whom (be had come over from France 
and lived for foroe time. 

Mifs De Orofberg called upon Mrs. Fel- 
lows H) a.coach^ jn which fhe was accom- 
{)aHied by a fifter of one Mrs. Pentelow, who 
iyed at Hgrnmerton ; but her companion 
remaiaed in the carriage all the time of the 
interview^ it being iftcoippatible with Mifs 
De iGroAcrg's ^Ua (as will hcnaifter appear)

take her leave of her i when Mifs De Grof- 
berg, in the former pitiful manner, told' 
her, that (he had been under an abfolute^ 
jieccflity of parting with all the mohe^ (he 
before had received, whereby (he was fy 
reduced^ that, unlels Mrs. Fellows would 
advance her ^x guineas more> it was im- 
poffible for her to go : and Mrs. FellowjSi

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On IViift Dc Grofbcrg's fetting out from 
London, flie received froni Mrs, Fellows a 
fmair peacock-feather muff, to be given to 
Lady Lauderdale, and a fmall package for 
the Earl, in which was a gold watch, though 
fhe did not know of the watch till (he gave 
the parcel to the Earl ; the inufF^ however, 
was never-delivered as defired. 

When Mife De Grofberg was arrhrcd at 
Newcaftle, inftead of enquiring for the Earl's 
chaife, which was there waiting for her, 
ihe fet out from thence in a poft-chaife, in 
company with one Henderfon, (with w)xom» 
it (hould feem, (he had got acquainted in the 
Newcaftle ftag6,) and reaclied Edinburgh 
about the 5th or 6th of April ; and having 
J)ut up at Paxton's, in the Grafs-market, 
ihe acquainted the Earl of her being there, 
upon which he fetched her to Hatton about 
the 8th or 9th of April. 

At the EarPs firft interview with Mift 
De Grofberg, fhe told his Lordfhip, that 
the ftage in which (he came from London 
had been overturned, whereby (he was 
greatly hurt and brui(ed, and the muff above 
mentioned was loft; but the little package 
with the gold watch (he delivered to his 
Lordihip, and was a ftranger even then to

governefs, to their daughters i aad in a day 
or two, being required to play upon

After this, Mifs De Groiberg, being de? 
fired to initiate the young ladies in geograr 
phy and writing, denied that /he had under*- 
taken to teach geography ; but did begin to 
teach Lady -Mary to write j in which art 
the child made fuch great proficiency, that 
on the third day (be appeared to write as 
well as her governefs : but Lady Lauderdale 
jftridlly queuioning the child, if Mif? De 
Groiberg had not aflifted her in the writing 
fhewn, (he confeflcd, That, indeed. Made- 
moifelle had not only affiled ber^ but had 
herfelf written the whole of it, forbidding 
her to fay fo 3— a very bad leiTon f(»: a young 
lady. 

As foon as Mifs De Groiberg might be

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h^ got in the ftage, (he was fvefied by 
Xiady Lauderdale to play upon the harpfi* 
chord ^ when (he declared fhe could not 
play upon that inftrument, and that Mrs. 
Fellows had miftaken her^ for (he. neyer 
meant to undertake to teach the harpfichord, 
guitar, or dancing* 

. In ihotty Mifs De Groiberg's coixlud was 
fy inconfiftenty and her converiation fo ridi^ 
cuious^and extravagant, during the eight or 
ten days of her abode at Hatton, that there 
was not a fervant in the houfe who 'did not 
obferve it } and the accounts Ihe gave of 
berfelf to the Earl and others were To con- 
tradictory and abfurd, fooietimescaUing her* 
ielf this great perfonj and at other tinies by 
another great name, that (he Earl thought 
he might be warranted in opening fom< of 
the letters which came daily to her, to fee 
if thereby he could mal^e any drfcovery of

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From the Aovt ktters it appdtttd that 
Mi& De Grofbeig had a femsdc diild at 
Hocmnerton ; and from Mr. Cnicifix's let* 
Jter it waiB evident that (he iiad made him a 
-prefimt of Lady Laoderdak't mvff, wiiicfa^ 
although it was but of fmallTaioe^ ijbftm^ 
what fort of a j>erfon Mift De Groiberg wa& 
All things cx)nfidered» the Barl thought it 
lugh time to difmiis his new domeftic^ 
and not fufier her to continue longer about 
the ladies his daughters ; and accordingljf 
lie did difmife her from his hoofe. And m 
Mrs. Fellows had lent her at guineas on 
her own account^ he ftiggefted that Can 
Ihoold be paid ; whereupon Mifi De GroP* 
-bergdefired that a (mall box or portmanteau 
of hers might be kept until Mrs. Fellows 
was paid i which box was dien lying at 
Hatton» but contained only trifles, or things 
of little .value% 

Having diicharged Mi£i De Grofberg, 
the Earl delired Mr. John Robevtfon, his 
h€tor^ who was married to Mrs. FcUotirs's 
lifter, to wrke to Mrs. Fellows to get what 
further intelligence fhe could concerning 
dib extraocdinary Mademoifelle ; and Mr. 
Robertfon accordmgly acquainted Mrs. Fel- 
lows with Mifs De Groiberg's condud, and 
wkh the contentsof the two intercepted let- 
ters, and with the reafbn there was to fuppofe 
that Mifs De Groiberg war in reality no other 
than the Mrs. Potter at Hommerton, who 

had 
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hii ttcoatmtntied herftlf by letter to her^ 
In cornpiiance with this requeft; Mrs. Fel- 
lows did make further enquiry concerning 
MifslDe GrCAbtfgy the refulc of which flie 
comoiunicated to Mr. Robertfon by the foK> 
lowing letter :

fuch a deceiving Impoftor, fhould there be 
any thing more requiiite we are ready to 
comply with it

your afFca Sifter 

Eliz. FcUows/' 

The day after hfcr difchargc, Mifs De 
Grofberg wrote, or didated and figned^ a 
very .extraordinary letter to Mrs* Robertfon, 
wife of the EarPs faftor, which is too inte- 
refting to be omitted on the prefent occafion. 
It runs in the following bombaflic terms : 

'' Mrs Robertfon 
" I AM very fory that you are fo apt to 
believe the falfnefs that is rofe againft me 
through Letters of Report I have the ho- 
nour to tell you if it is the invention of a 
Woman that ftie is a good for nothing whore 
and if a Gentleman the greateft villain that 
can be being perfwaded that no mortal of 
Reputation can fay any thing againft my

Lord Lauderdale^ animadverting on this 
letter, obferved, that in it Mifs De Groiberg 
vfed expre3(fions not very becoming a gover*^ 
nefs to young ladies ; that her acquaintance 
with J ■ ■ F ■ g was no recommenda- 
tion to her; and that ilie made herfelf % 
Baronefs, although afterwards in her Decla- 
ration fhe difclaimed any fuch title. 

Having ftated the grounds of Mifs De 
Grofberg's adtion, which we have recited 
at the beginning of this publication, the 
Earl then proceeded, in purfuance of the 
diredlion of the Court, to give in a fpeci- 
iication of the fads he would undertake 
to prove, by arguing^ from the premifes, 
that Mifs De Grplberg appeared to be a 

womaa 
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woman of a very bad chartder^ and tncie^ 
over incapable of teaching the young ladies 
what (be undertook ; both which feparatety 
were relevant defences againft the adioh. 
Particularly, 

1. She appeared to have recently had a 
baftard child ; for, as (he, in her Declara- 
tion, averred that (he was never married^ 
the child mentioned in Mr. Crucifix's letter^ 
if hers, muft have been a baftard. Mi& 
De Grofberg, in her Declaration, endea^ 
voured to explain away that matter, by al- 
leging that this child was a child of one 
Mrs. Potter, and that (he was onlv god- 
mother to it : but, upon due confideration 
of Mr. Crucifix's letter, it was evident, that 
he was writing concerning a child df her 
own ; and Katharine Pect's letter could be 
looked upon in no other light than as re- 
lating to a child of her own : and, though 
Mifs De Grofberg was pleafed to fay, ftie 
knew not the hand-writing of Katharine 
Pcet's letter, yet that it was in reality her 
writing was corroborated by Mr. Crucifix, 
who had faid, that the woman who kept 
the child, and whom he called Kitty ^ was 
to write to her about it. And this fuppo- 
fition concerning the child received additio- 
nail fupport from Mrs. Pentelow's telling 
Mrs. Fellows, that fhe verily believed Mils 
Pe Grofberg to be a kept-miftrefs, from 

the 
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the circumftance of a fine young gtntW-' 
man's coming to pay for her lodgii^.aft^r 
fhe had left it ; which was mor« probaUe 
than'Mifs De Grpfberg's tale of her being 
at the expcnce of maintaining one Mrs. Pot- 
ter's chiid^ whilft fhe herfelf was not only 
obliged, to go to fervice, but was at the fanle 
time in great diftrefs^ arrefted by a mercer,, 
borrowing near, a year's wages before enter- 
ing upon her fervice, and yet in want of 
money, whence the natural conclufion was 
that the child muft be her own. . And all this 
reafoning was^ confirmed by Mifs De GroC- 
berg's not producing aqy letter firom the faki 
Mrs. Potter, giving an account of the chil^, 
which there was time enough to have pro- 
cureid, had there been any truth in what 
Ihe allegefl. 

a. It appeared, that. Mifs De Grofbetg 
had fent the muflF (he , was entrufted with 
the care of in a prefent to her friend Mr, 
Crucifix. In her Declaration (he had faid^ 
that, in going down to NewcaftJe, the coach 
was overturned, by which acciclcnt the muflf 
was loft; and that ^e directed the, coach- 
man, if he found it , in his return, to carry 
it to Mr. Crucifix's, at the fame time ac- 
quainting Mr.. Crucifix by letter with her 
misfortune : but this ftory was not fupportcd 
by Mr. Crucifix's letter, wherein, indeed^ 
be ac|j;nowIedgcd the receipt of tb§ muff 

and 
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And the letter, but not one word did he 
mention of the overturning of the coach, 
tvhich, doubtlefs, he would haVe done, had 
Mifs De Grofberg informed hinri of it, as he 
Was fo particular in regard to other lefs im-* 
portant matters; for inflance, the &lmon 
which he faid (he had fent him. But, very 
unluckily for Mifs De Grofberg, credible 
information had been received, that the 
coach was not overturned atalL 

3. the Earr contended, that Mifs Do 
Grofberg pafled under different names, and 
particularly under that of Potter^ at Horn- 
merton ^ and that there was great reafon to 
believe, that (he herfclf was the writer of the 
firfl recommendatory letter to Mrs. Fellows, 
as alfo of the fecond figned Holmes or Holme; 
for Mr^ Crucifix, in his letter, told Mifs 
De Grofberg, that Kitty, who had the care . 
of the child, was to write to her; which 
£he accordingly did by the fame pofl, ad- 
dreffing her tetter to Mifs De Grofberg by 
the name of Mrs. Potter. This letter was 
plainly intended for her, as it was fent under 
a cover to her at Hatton. Mr. Crucifix 
was in the fecret, and well knew to whom 
Kitty meant to write when diredling to Mrs^ 
Potter 'i and confequently Mr. Crucifix^ 
who had fent his own letter to the pofl be- 
ibre Kitty's came' to' his hands, inclofed

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hvs jn a. blank cover, and addreiTedit,- a9, 
be biad done his own, To Mrs. De Grojberg^ ' 
*/ the Earl of Lauderdale' J boufe at Rat ton x 
which evidently (hews, that Kitty's letter 
to Mrsf. Potter was for Mrs. Dc Grosbcrg^ 
Further, Mrs. Pentelow and her lifter aflUred 
Mrs. Fellows, that it was a Mrs, Potter 
who lodged in their hQule ; iaqd, z, defcrip- 
tion being given of her, ihe turned out, to 
ill appearance, to be Mifs pe Grosberg^ 
Mrs.^eptelow's fiiler accompanied her to 
Mrs. Fellows's houfe on the Sunday even^ 
ing when Mifs De Grpsberg paid her thft 
firft vifit, and (he remained in the coach while 
Mifs Dc Grosberg was in the hpufe it not 
being proper that {he (hould be prcfent ta 
hear what pafled ; for then (he would have 
difcovered that the perfon £he knew by the 
taxtit of Potter Went under the name alfo q^ 
pe Gro(berg, ^nd Was going, for Scotland i 
particulars which were to be concealed frpoi 
Mrs. Pentelpw and her fiftcr. And as Mifs 
t)e Grosberg was anxious, for obvious rea- 
fons, to avoid any knowledge of the:fe Pso- 
telows, (he pretended, in her Declaration^ 
that it Was one Symons whon^ (he hjid in 
the coach with her, and whom (he took up 
by accident ; whereas, in truth^ it was Mrs,^ 
Peotelow's fitter, whom (he took with her, 
in the coach ^om Homm^rtop ; befidesi^ 

• ' Mr. 
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Mr. Crucifix, fn his letter, makeaf Mrs. Pen* 
telow's compliments to Mifs De Grosberg, 
which would be the height of abfurdity, i( 
ihe kftdW no perfon of that name at Horn- 
merton. 

4. The Earl alleged, that Mifs De (?rof- 
berg .was a woman of very loofe behaviour, 
and of ridiculous converfation, which could 
ilot but be obfcrved by the fervants at Hat- 
ton wbflft (he was there, and which made 
it v^ry improper for her to remain any longer 
with the young ladies. Of this charge her 
letter to Mrs. Robertfon afforded evidence, 
wherein (he was pleafed to make ufe of the 
indecent expreflions of a woman's being a 
|^)od-/br-nothing whore, and a gentleman's 
being the greatcft villain that can be ; — ex- 
f^efiions never ufcd by any woman of a de* 
ce^t arid virtuous education ; and {he was aHb 
{4e^ed in faid letter to acknowledge her 
acquaintance with Juftice F- — —- g, under 
whole jurifdidion, though he be a very de^ 
ftrving magiftrate, it is well known what 
fort of women cooimonly fall. 

5. The Earl averred, that Mife De Grof- 
hierg did give herfeif out for tliis great per* 
fon'and that great perfon, fometimes aflum* 
ing one niame, at other times another ; and 
thk Was in fome meafure corroborated alfo 
by her tetter to Mrs. Robertfon, in which 
fhe fpeaks of herCetf as being a Baronne& 

G z born. 
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borni notwithftanding in her Declai^tion (he 
diiavows baling ever afTumed any high titlc» ^ 
^h as Marquife, &c« Morever, when^ 
engaged, fhe faid ihe was eight-and^^twenlyv 
years of age, whereas (he now declared her- 
fclf to be going twenty only j — which is an 
age by much too young for the employ tDent 
fhe undertook. . 

6. It was infiiled upon by the Earl, tfaat- 
Mifs De Groiberg did, amongft other accom* 
pliihnnents, undertake to teach mu£c, Ila«: 
Iian> and geography, for either of which^ibfc/ 
was qujte .unqualified ; nay, (he ciren.Qwneii' 
herielf unable tp play on any* inftrument^^ 
particularly the harpQchord and guitar:! 
a|)d It, was im:onceivable what Mifs De Qiof-f 
bprg nieaittt when Hie faid, that» though ihci 
cpuld not >play upon ihefe inftruments, yet^ 
ihe podkl teach them :; which to coronwDii*' 
fenie ieem.ed icnpoifiblc. That Mifs De^ 
Groiberg did undertake to teach as above- 
ipentioned^ could be proved- by Mtt. Fel^ 
lows, and by the perfons who werei prcfcnt 
at her houfe the Sunday evening Mifs De 
Grofberg firft caUed there ; whence it would 
he inctunbent en her lo prove that (he waa 
capable of fo doing. 

The foregoing firft five articles, the Earl, 

concluded were undoubtedly relevant, aa 

touching Mifs De Gro(befg*« ckarader , and, 

if crue^ rendered her a very unfit companion . 

! ' s y ' fot 
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for young ladi^^ and confequently \^ere fnf- 
ficient to joftify the Earl in turning her ofF^^ 
efpecially as £be had lioc thought fit to pnv* 
duce a letter from any perfon whatever m^ 
vindication of her chaiader. And the Bart, ^ 
with fvbmiffioA, aliegedi that, before fur- 
ther proof of thofe five articles (hould be 
required of. him, it was incumbent on Mils*' 
De Gxosberg to obtain a letter from the ' 
fuppofed Mrs. Potter, the Archbifhop's 
niece, and alfo from the Lady Holmes ot 
Homes, m favour of her charader, men-*^ 
tiOQtng the particulars they wrote in recom- 
mendation of her to Mrs. Fellows; and 
further, that (he ought- to produce a letter 
from Mr. Crucifix, informing what he' 
imew of her, as to her moral character, 
&c. for although he might, to ferve a friend^ * 
who kept her as his miftrefs, have intelr-*'- 

efed his kind office, yet, it was prefumed, 
; lionefty would not permit him to ad^^ 
vance falfehoods in her t^ehalf : moreover, 
it feemed neceffary that the affair of the 
child at Hommerton fhould be explained by 
a letter from the fuppofed Mrs. Potter, No 
doubt, if Mifs De Grosberg merited* a good > 
charader, Mrs, Potter, Mr. Crucifix, and 
Lady Holmes, wcluld be very ready to give 
her one ^ and until thi$ was done, the Earl 
contendtdj that he could not be put to the 
ipoubk of a-proof of the faid five articles^ 
hut that they mufl iland good againfi: her. 
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As to the 6th and kft artide, Which re« 
hfOai v& the fufafedh Ml(s De^ Otosberg eh-^ 
gafgod. to toich, and her inabilkjr to fblfil 
i^h ei^ageintitty that wai* iacoAte&My 
rfsbnoti and proof could be adduoed of 
what tbofe.fub^ds iircpe : buf as the firecdd^ 
i^ aitielei refps&ing her moral tfaaradet 
were relerant /tary^^ tliey fell flril ttnder 
Goafidemtion. . - , 

To this Memorial the Lord Ordiaarf ofisk 
dered an anfwer to be made on the psfti «f 
M^ De Grasbecg, and <Mie war accDrdki||^ 
ly prepared, bearing date the lath of EH^'

poffible, to confider the mod material things 
contained in them, and'cndeavour to anfwer 
each as they occur;— which (he docs in 
the following nfianner. 

The plain end and dcfign of the Meniou 
fial was to prove Mifs De Grofberg an im- 
poftor^ a whore, a thief^ and a fbrgerer. 
•Theft *ccufations Lord Lauderdale founded 
upon the fufpicions he conceived of her im* . 
Xfiediately on her arrival at Hatton, and the 
knowledge he faid he got of her by break- 
ittg open two of her letters. — What right 
had his Lordfhip to break open and keep 
hkk thofe letters ? Does the law allow any 
perfon to plead his own offenqe to deteo: 
that of another ? Surely, the mere curiofity 
to know what Mifs De Grosberg's family 
and condud had been^ would not jufti^ 
that freedom.— But. 

I* Mifs De Grosberg was charged with 
tmpofture in that (he had difguifed her real 
name, which was Pptter, and under the 
iid:itrotrs name of De Grosbef g obtained the 
office of governefs to Lord Lauderdale's 
daughters.— ^Novr, it was a thing paft 
doubt, that Mrs. Pottfer did refide at Hom- 
merton;^ and that fhe and Mifs De Grdsberg 
were equally unknown to Mrs. Fello\ys. 
Sappofing that Mrs. P6tterwi(hedtdget in- 
to the offite of governefs under a reigned 
nameVfl>emuft have had fomc rcafonfor 
H concealing 
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concealing her real name and afiiiniing ano-^ 
thcr ; and the only reafon that could in fuch 
circuniftances he imagined^ was aconfciouf- 
nefs of a bad charader attending the nam^ 
^of Potter, and a confidence in the name of 
Dc Grosberg : bpt if her own charadtcr was 
in the lead degree fufpicious, and ilijl more 
if it was really bad, flie would not have 
written to Mrs. Fellows under the prop^ 
name of Potter, to recommend herfclf ua- 
der a borrowed name. Hence it followed, 
that the whole fcheme of impofture allcg>- 
ed to have been carried into execution by 
Mifs DeGrosberg^ was inconfiftent and im- 
probable, wild and violent, to* the laft de^ 
gree. This charge of impofture was at- 
tempted to be proved from the intercepted 
letter of Katharine Peet ; of whofe hand;^ 
writing Mifs De Grosberg had in her Decl^ 
ration difclaimed all knowledge. Indeed, 
ihe was not obliged to admit, that any letter 
direfted to Mrs. Potter ever came under a 
cover, as fhe never faw it till (he made Jnar 
Declaration. However, Mifs De Grosberg 
could not be anfwerable for all letters which 
might be inclofed in her covers, perfoi>8 
having often had letters direded to them 
which they knew nothing of, and fometimes 
with ^n intention to ruin them.. How ab- 
furd the Earl's reafbning! It would havie 
beeij equally cafy, and mugh mofe proper, 

for 
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for Katharine Peet tolbavc ufed the pretend- 
ed falfe diredion, viz. that of Mifs De 
Grosberg ; and it cannot confiftently be 
imagined that Ihe would fet on foot fuch an 
impofture without inftrudting Katharine 
Pcet to carry it on by means of the falfe 
direction. But Mifs De Grosberg averred 
in her Declaration, that her name then ac- 
knowledged was the fame (he' had dways 
been known by ; that Mr. Selons was guar- 
dian to her as bearing that name ; and con- 
fequently that Katharine Peet's letter could 
not be intended fdr her ; and (he (hould be 
able to prove, that the letter diredled to 
Mrs. Potter, was (ent to her at Hatton in 
order to be forwarded to Mrs. Potter, as it 
was not known at London where (he was 
gone, but conjectured only that Mifs De 
Grosberg knew her addrefs, and would dif- 
patch the letter to her. 

2. Mifs De Grosberg was charged with 
having recently had a baftard child ; — - 
which allegation had no other fuppbrt than 
the intercepted letter of Mr. Crucifix, in 
which arc thefe words : '* I have the plea- 
fare to acquaint you, that your little daugh- 
ter continues very well, grows very fat, and 
18 very brifk and lively/'— From the inti- 
macy and friend(hip between them, Mifs 
©e ' Grosberg rtood godmother to a child 
Mrs. Potter was brought to' bed of at Hom- 
H 2 merton.

Qiertoriy which was baptized the loth of 
Attgnft, 1763. ypoa Mrs. Potter*s haftAy 
quitting England, much involved in debf, 
this child waj& kft behind her at Hammer'^ 
ton^ and afterwards maintained by Mife Dc 
Grosbefgji ^nd the money (be allowed by 
her for that purpofe being disburfcd by Mn 
Crucifix, it was no wonder that he fliould 
write concerning her litde daughter,* though 
he thereby meant Mrs. Potter's c^ild, her 
god-daughter. . In England,, nodiing it 
more common than for peribns Co call thoia 
children to whom they ftand fpoofois,^ their 
fons or daughters. By the kwa ci thait 
}cingdom, the care of childroi,, in cafe ^f 
their parents defertion, or inability tSo^ provide 
fo^ ihem,^ £iitk imn^diatelynrpoQ! their god^ 
fathers or^ godmothers, y and it is the prac- 
tice of moft parishes in that country,, td 
take the fponfor's bond, (when the parents^ 
being ikangerSji are unknown to: the clergy- 
man, who performs the ofHee of baptifm,) 
that the child baptized ihali not become 
fhargeable to the pariflb *.-■ ' ■ - Bounds 
therefore, by the lawa of the country

Yet is was atleged by Lord Lauderdale, 
that this whole ftory of Mifs De Grolherg's 
maintaining another perfott's child, was 
improbable in the extreme;— *but what 
wa$ it to his Lordfhip how great an ex- 
pehce fhe incurred in maintaining that 
child, fince (he folicited nothing from him 
fot the purpofe. Had (he been as poor as 
he imagined her to be, (he mufi have 
ftarved before that time; but, thanks to 
Heaven, Ihe was not only able to maintain- 
herfelf and god-child, but alfo to profecutci 
in dtfe couffe of law, fo powerful a de- 
fendant, for the aggravated injuries (he hacf 
ftiifercd. But why multiply arguments ex 
byfothefi? MiiTs JCte Grosberg could prove, 
tnat (he did (land god-mother to the child 
in queftion, which was Mrs. Potter^s, and 
to which alone the letter written by Mr, 
Crucifix referred : and Mifs De Grosberg 
dified the Earl to prove that (he ever did 
bear a child, or that (he ever betrayed the 
leaftunchaftity.— Mrs. Fellbws, in her long 
letter to Mf. Robertfon, giving an account 
of the refult of her officious afliduity in 
making enquiry concerning Mifs De Grot 
berg; faid, that (he firft haftened to Mr. 
Crucifix's, and a(kedhis daughter whether 
ihe knew one Mrs. Potter? N'ow, Mr. 
Crucifix had no daughter, but twb young 

boys 
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hays only ; — a pretty ftrong prefumption 
that Mrs. Fellows's talc was apochryphal- 
Mrs, Fellows alfo pretended flie had feen a 
Mrs. Pentelow, with whom flie faid Mrs. 
Potter lodged 5 and that from Mrs. Pcn- 
tclow's defcription of the perfon of Mrs. 
Potter, and Mrs. Fellows*si defcription of 
Mifs De » Grolberg's cloaths, it appealed 
that they were one and the fame perfon 1 
In anfwer to this curious reafoning, Mifs 
De GroCberg could not aflert, whether, 
prior to the commencement of the ac* 
quaintance between herfelf and Mrs. Pot* 
ter, the latter might not have refided in 
another houfe in and about Hackney or 
Hommerton ; but of this fhe was fure^ 
that, during their flay together, they hired 
lodgings from one Mrs. Smith, and that 
ihe herfelf novct had lodged at Hommer-* 
ton with tlje faid Mrs. Pentelow. As to 
what Mrs. Fellows alleged as a flill greater 
proof that Mifs De Grofberg was the iden-? 
tical Mrs. Potter, inafmuch as, (he faid, 
Mrs. Pentelpw's fiftei-, at the requcft of 
Mrs, Potter, accompanied her in a hack- 
ney-coach the firft time ^o Mr§. Fellows's 
houfe, and remained in the coach during 
Mifs De Grolberg's vifit there, that lady," 
it was remarkable, did not certify wbejther 
that lifter's furname was Peptelow, or not ;* 
however, Mifs De Grofberg wa? « vctyr ps^-J 

fitive. 
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fitivey that the woman who went with her 
in the chariot to Mrs. Fellows's door, was 
one who then paflcd under the name of 
Symons. Another circumftance which Mrs, 
Fellows urged as a proof that Mifs Dc 
Grofbcrg was Mrs. Potter, was, that Mj-s. 
Pentelow believed her to be a kept-wonaan: 
but, in the name of wonder, what was that 
to the purpofe ? Whatever flcill Mrs. Pen^ 
tehw (if any fuch perfon there was, for 
Mifs De Grofberg knew her not) might 
liave of kept women, or in whatever man-^ 
ner Mrs. Potter might have behaved with 
her when in her houfe, (if (he ever was 
there,) could not affea Mifs De Grojberg^ 
until it was proved that flic and Mrs. Pot- 
ter wer6 one and the felf-fame perfon. 

3. An aocufation of theft was implie4 
in the allegation, that Mifs De Grolberg 
fcnt the muff with which flie was entruft- 
cd by Mrs. Fellows, in a prefent to her 
friend Mr. Crucifix. — The ftage in which 
Mifs De Grofberg went from London wa;s 
laid over near Biarnet, by which accident 
the muflf being lofl, fhe defired the coach- 
man to make Arid: enquiry for it, and, if 
he found it, to carry the fame to Ntr. Cru- 
cifix ^'i—^fafts more particularly fet forth 
in the account Mifs De Grofberg gave of 
due matter in her Declaration, but which 
Lord Lauderdale controverted, on the plea 

that 
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that it was not fupported by Mr. Cni^ifix's 
intercepted letter, wherein he acknowleg- 
^ the receipt of the mnff^ but mentionod 
pot a word of the accident happening to 
the coach^ which he undoubtedly would 
have done, had he known it. Now, it 
ivas very obfervable, that Mr. Crucifies 
mentions his having written otJber ktt^s ; 
in which he very probably did take notice 
of that accident, and of the qnfiiccefsful 
enquiries he had at firil made after the moC 
But where, then, were thole letters.? 
Really, Mifs De Grolberg did not knowij 
£be received none of thems and thought 
herielf at lead unlucky in that refpeifit^ as 
ilie was confident they would not have hart 
her. Mr. Crttcifix did not thank Mifs 
De Gro5beFg for the prefent of the niuff, 
but faid only that he had received it,, aiiid 
that the box was broken, which lafl parti- 
cular^ in fome meafure, confirmed Mifs 
De Grc^erg's account of the Idfs of it out 
pf the ftag^-coach. But, after all, this 
terrible ftoyy about the peacfKkJeatber muff 
wa* very far from being coniifi:ent Of pro- 
bable^ Could it be imagined, that Mifs De 
GrQibcrg would purloin fq ii)0gi]yificant a 
triile> wcH"^ ^ fQW ihillings only, a^d not 
tell the iame Ac^y about the gold watch* 
which it was acknowledged ft^ delivered 
^e to Lord Lauderdale ^^ But* indeed, his 

Lordfhip 
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Ltolrddiip averred, thatMifs De Crosbefg 
did not know (lie had charge of a watch, 
until, at the tittie of its delivery, ' fhe favV 
the packet opened in which it was inclofed; 
Whence it Was infihuated, that, if {he had 
known it, fhe would have made off with 
the watch alfo. But the Earl was egfegioufly 
miftaken ; for the truth was, that Mifs De 
Grosberg was vety confcioiis of her having 
received a watch from Mrs. Fdlows, firft 
from that lady^s. telling het fo, and after- 
wards from opening ^ the timbef-boi * 
wherein, it was given to her, and changing 
it f6r a fmall paper-boi, as well that it 
teight ire riiore commodioufly in het 
j)0cket, as that fhe might be certain of the 
value of the goods fhe carried with her. 
Mr. Crucifix neyef underflodd that the 
muff was fent as a prefent to him, but 
kept it only to be fent to Mifs De Grosberg 
in the manner fhe (hould appoint ; but as 
his letters to her were intercepted by Lord 
Lauderdale, fhe had not ari op|5ortunity of 
hearing that he had ever received it. 
However, after feeing that letter from Mr. 
Crucifix which Was ftffl Ihewn when fhe 
made her Declaration, fhe gave direcSlions 
to him concernrng it,-^receive'd it accord- 
ingly,' — and was ready to produce it when- 
ever fhe fhould be required. 
•4% It was not enough for Lord Lauder- 
l dale 
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dale to endeavour to prove Mifs De Grof-f 
berg a thief, but his Lordfhip muft alfo be 
defirous of making her a forgerer, |?y al- 
leging that there was great reafon to be- 
lieve, that flie 'wrote the letter or charafter 
in her recdmmehdation, which is figned 
fey Mrs. Holmes 5 — -a very ^aguc ftory 
truly ! Mifs t)e Grofberg gave Mrs. Fel- 
lows a diredion to Mrs. Holmes ; fhe ac* 
cordingly wrote, and ^ received an anfwer 
in d||ie courfe of the poft : Mrs. !Fellows 
ferit Mrs. Holmes's letter to Lady Lauder- 
dale, and that letter her Ladyfhip received^ 
though fhe had not produced it *. Very 
extraordinary, therefore, Was it to accafe 
Mifs De Grosberg of forging that letter; 
and ho argument could be offered agaipft 
its being the genuine and true letter 
of Mrs, Holmes, Keverthelefs, the Earl 
was bold enough to require^ that Mifs De» 
Grosberg Ihould procure a letter from 
Mrs. Holmes in vindication of her charac- 
ter. Now, in the firft place, towhatpur- 
pofe was a fecond letter required from Mrs* 
Holmes concerning Mifs De Grosberg ? 
If flie forged one letter, as was pretended, 
fhe might likewife forge another let- 
ter. But, in the next place, what wafs re- 
quired 

• We have already apprized the reader, that thts 
letter was at firft miflaid, but afterwards found -, and 
a copy of it is rnfertcd at pages 22 and 23. 
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quired, had it been rcafonable, was iiqpof* 
iiblc ; for Mrs. Holmes was dead. 

5. Mifs De Grosberg was reprefentcd as 
a woman of very loofe behaviour, and pf 
ridiculous and abfurd converfation ; which 
fell under the notice of the fervants at 
Hatton. — Though Mifs De Grosberg by no 
means imagined, that Lord Lauderdale*s 
fervants at Hatton were her peers in a trial 
of that kind, yet (he prefumed that her 
behaviour would ftand the teft of the 
ftridteft examination, and could not forbear 
remarking, by the by, that her loofe be- 
haviour fhould not have fallen under the 
obfervation of the Earl hin^felf, who could 
not be fuppofed wanting in all neceffary 
circumfpeftion in that refpedl : — but her 
behaviour was the reverfe of loofe. As to 
•the letter fhe wrote to Mrs. Robertfon, 
cited by Lord Lauderdale as evidence of 
the charge, it ought to be confidered as 
written at a time when {he had the greateft 
rcafon to be irritated and provoked with the 
harfh and cruel treatment (he had ttitt 
with, and when (he felt that refentment 
by which every virtuous mind muft ne- 
ce(rarily be agitated, upon being fo un-. 
juftly injured as hers had been. 

6. Lord Lauderdale averred, that Mifs De 
(Srosberg did give herfelf out for this great 
perfon and that great perfon, fomctimes 

I 2 . aCuming 
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afluitoing one name, at other times another; 
and that was confirmed by her faying, in 
her faid letter to Mrs. Robertfon, that (he 
was in fome meafure a Baronnefs born> 
notwithftanding in her Declaration fhe had 
denied ever having affumcd any tftle o£ 
quality,' — This ftrange andintricate charge 
could not be well anfwered till his Lord- 
ihip's meaning was rendered lefs obfcure. 
It was to be wifhed the Earl had explained 
what he meant by the terms this great perfm 
and that great ferfotiy as fuch deJTcriptions 
and language were, to Mifs De Grosberg* 
utterly unintelligible. His Lordfhip's al- 
legation, that Mifs De Grosberg, in her 
Declaration, difclaimed any title of emi-^ 
pence, fuch as Baronnefs, was a great mif- 
reprefentation* What fhe had therein 
advanced upon^this head (he ftill avowed, 
• which was, that, while at Hatton^ fhe 
never faid fhe was the Marchidnefs De 
Grosberg ; and that, during the time fhe 
ftaid there, (he never fpoke' of any Mar- 
quifles. Counts, or Barons, as, her rela- 
tions. It was MifsDe Grosberg's misfor-^ 
tune tQ be but too well defc^nded for the 
condition in life (he was in with regard to 
Lord Lauderdale, and for the repeated ' in- 
dignities and aftronts (he had experienced 
in this country; and it was, perhaps, a 
confcioufnef^ of her being out of her com- 

wo« 
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mon fpherc which made her (6 uncafy till 
£he got thofe difhonourable ftainis wiped 
off. It was not incumbent on Mifs Dc 
Grosberg to gratify Lord Lauderdale's 
curiofity by making a parade of her paren- 
tage and family. She was pofitive, that 
ihe had never paffed under any other name 
than that of De Grosberg, and under that 
Ihe demanded legal redrefs : and to this, 
even fuppofing herfelf to be one of the 
lowcft rank, Mifs De Grosberg conceived 
fhe was intitled equally with a Lord, con- 
vinced as (he was, that, in this land of 
liberty, the laws were not like fpiders 
webs, made to catch fmall flics only, while 
greater ones broke through. 

Mifs De Grosberg, having thus con-. 
fidered the various charges againft her 
moral charafter, which, if true, fhe 
acknowledged would have rendered her 
/* a very unfit companion for young ladies,'* 
next animadverted on Lord Lauderdale's 
plea, that he was in a more efpecial man- 
ner juftified in difcharging Mifs De Grof- 
berg from his fervice, inafmuch as flie 
had ;iot thought proper to produce a letter 
from any perfon whatever in her vindica- 
tion, and that it was incumbent upon her, 
before his Lordfhip was troubled with any 
further proof of his feveral allegations, 
to produce a letter from Mrs, Potter^ to 

clear 
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clear up the matter of the child ; and alio 
letters from Lady Holmes and Mr, Cruci- 
fix, giving lier a good chara<3:cr.~Mifs Do 
Grosberg ftyled this th6 moft wondrous 
requeft that ever was niade to a CQurt of 
juftice* Lord Lauderdale had giVen in a 
ipecification of the fa£ts which he o£^ 
fer^ to prove, and yet at the fame time 
endeavoured to,, fhun a proof of them« 
J^mantif non neganti, incumbit probation 
wa$ a maxim of law mod certainly to be 
followed in this cafe. How then could 
the charges ftand good againft Mifs De 
Grosberg in that flageof the bufinefs ^ She 
had denied them ; (he had accounted for, 
them; and fhe flill offered, upon a Qon- 
|un& probation b^ing allowed, to redargue 
every allegation againft her. However 
the Earl might be troubled with what he 
caHed ^^ a further proof,'' that was no 
fault of Mifs De Grosberg, but the ne- 
cefifary confequence of his own illegal and 
unjufl condud towards hen — With refpedl 
to thektters required to be procured by Mifs 
De Grosberg, to clear up the affair of the 
child, and to fix her good character, fhe 
would only obferve, that this very requefl 
of the Earl fhewed he was merely fufpi- 
cious of her condqdt, that, therefore, he 
had been hafly and ra(h in publicly loading 
her with def^Mnatioos and that fhe did 

not 
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not chAife tp follow his example of prot 
ducing letters written at his own foiicitaf 
t\on pendente lite.'-' Axkd as to the Eafl's 
charge relating to her inability of dii"- 
charging the duty of a govcrnefs, it was 
needlefs at that time to dwell long upon 
it« Mifs De Grosberg was pofitive» that 
ihe never undertook any thing but what 
/he could honourably execute i and it was 
incumbent upon the Earl to produce the 
advertifement in the public papers, which 
was the foundation of the whole affair % 
as well as Mrs. Holmes's chara^er of her, 
Hpon which the agreement was made 
between her and Mrs. Fellows, 

Mifs De Grosberg concluded with ohf 
ferving, that ieveral other matters were 
grofsly mifreprefented. Thus, particular- 
ly, it was faid, " That Mifs De Grosberg, 
upon her arrival at Newcaftle, did not 
enquire for Lord Lauderdale's chaife# 
which was there waiting for her, but fet 
cut from thence in a poft^chaife/* — The 
fail was, (as would be clearly proved,) 
That Mifs De Grosberg arrived at New- 
caftle at the houfe of Mr. Parker on the 
Saturday ; and, immediately upon her ar- 
rival, enquired there, and afterwards at 
the other inns in the town, for his Lord- 
ihip's chaife, without being able to hear a 
tittle about it. She alfo ilaid at Newcaftle 

till 
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till the everting of the next day^ txpcHt* 
ing to hear of the chaife ; but then, be-* 
ginning to tefe hope of its; arrival, and 
having not fufficifeht money to tear het 
cxpenccsMn a ftrange. place, fhe accepted 
(as before related; an offer which one Mrl 
Hendcrfon made her, of going to Ediri* 
burgh w^ith him in a poft-chaife; and^ 
furely, it was neither imprudent nor ex* 
travagant to take that firft opportunity of 
going to Edirtburgh, notwithftanding the 
infinuations which Lord Lauderdale had 
from thatcircumftance thrown out, that there 
was too great an intimacy between Mr. Hen^ 
derfon ^nd herfelf. The Earl's chaife, aS 
Mifs De Grosberg was informed, did not 
arrive at Newcsfftle till after ibe had left it. 

Upon confideration of the above, as 
Well as of Lord Lauderdale's memorial, the 
court, in December 1764, ordered the noble 
defendants to produce a proof of the fadi 
urged againft the plaintiff, stnd required 
the fame from Mifs De Grosberg with re- 
fpe& to the circumftarices of her anfwer 
and 'apology. The agents therefore orl 
both fides were by this fehtence authorized 
to take the depofitions of witneffes, iii 
both kingdoms, in order to the final fet- 
tlement and determination of the fuit. 

To thisj however, Mifs De Grosberg , 
objeded^ not, as ihe faid, from any dread 
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of tbc enquiry, which, confcious of her 
innQcence^ (he could fmile at» but from the 
ioconvenience and expence arifing from 
the procraAination of hi^r cauie. She 
therefore prayed the Court to appoint a 
(bortcr day, in compaffion to her fituatioa ; 
and circun^ilances, as (ht was dtilreiTcd by 
the detention of her cloaths, and laboured 
lUidi^r the load of unjuft fcandal, which^ 
fpr the fake of her honour and reputation, 
ihe naturally wifhed to be removed as fooa 
as ppflabie ; but that without fuch a vin- 
dkatipjn and reparation fhe could not, 
however inconvenient, think of lew- 
ing Scotland. Six weeks therefore /he pre* 
fumed would be fufficient to produce and > 
cottipare proofs, for which his Lordfl^ip 
as the accufer might he juftJy fuppofed to • 
be prepared, and therefore could not want 
a more diAant (day. And thefe proofs 
(hould be coofiiied to the fa<Ss already ex>- . 
hibited againft her, and not extended tp 
any freih matter or ground of accufation., . 
This petition, dated December J3, 1764, , 
received a long anfwer from the Earl, cic*- , 
.cumftanUally reciting from th^.very be- 
ginning the tranfawon between him- 
fdf and the plaintiiF. wherein he fets out . 
with obfwving, that, if he was not greatly 
deceived^ from the evidence already pro- 
duced, and from other expefted teftimony, 
K fhe 
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ihe would appear as gtand an impoftor^ 
as ever Was imported into this country : ' 
that the cafe, however, was fo complicated, 
and contained fuch variety of matter, that 
it was impoffible to colled: the evidence and 
arrange the circumftances in due order in a 
fhorter day than was appointed : that the 
great objetl of all proof was to difcover 
the truth ; and the proof of one faft led 
to the difovcry of another.— ^But as the 
Earl dfd not mean to derive any advantage 
from Mifs De Grosberg's fuppofed igno- 
rance of the particulars he meant to prove, 
ht with thrs anfwer exhibited a reformed 
and more precife fpecification of all the 
matters then had in view ; though he did 
not thereby mean to relinquifli the privilege 
of ^proving fuch other fa<fts and circum- 
ftances as mighty arifc. 

The above - mentioned reformed and 
fpecial fpecification of fa6ts intended to be 
proved by Lord Lauderdale againft Mife 
De Grosberg, confifted of twenty-three 
diftinft articles, formed from his Lordfliip's 
detail of the matters in agitation between 
him and his profecutor. As the reader 
has already feen the ground of thefc arti- 
cles in the Earrs Memorial, we think it 
needlefs to repeat them, efpecially as we^ 
fhall give abftraftsof the proofs themfelves. 

On 
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On the 20th of December, 1764, after 
. due confideration of Mifs De Grosberg's 
petition and tte Earl of Lauderdale's an- 
fwer theteto, the Lords unanimoufly found; 
That no proof fliould be allowed, except 
what was contained in the Defenders fpecial 
redified fpecification and faft's relative 
to it, and ordained the proof to be report- - 
ed againft the loth of February, 1765. 
And on the 2 2d their Lordfhip's iflued an 
a«ft and commiffion directed to Mr. Henry 
Davidfon, in London, and granting 
full power to him for taking the depofi- 
tions of witnefles to be adduced in behalf 
of Mifs De Grosberg i—alfo an aft and 
commiffion, empowering Mr. Alexander 
Wight, Advocate, to take the deppfitions 
of fuch witnefles as fliould be producedlSn 
the part of the Earl of Xauderdale at E- 
dinburgh ; together with another aft and 
commiffion, empowering Mr. George 
Ufquhart, to take the depofitions of his 
Lordfhip's witnefles in London. 
^ A conjunft probation being thus granted,* 
and the time for making the report fhort- 
cned agreeable to Mifs De Grosberg's Peti- 
tion, both parties prepared for their proofs 
without delay. And on the 9th of January, 
1765, Mifs De Grosberg perfonally pre- 
fented Mr. Davidfon with the aft and com- 
miffion iffiied by the Lords^ emppwefing 
^ K » him 
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him. to take depofitioos in her favour, 
pf wliich he accepted; and, having ap^ 
pointed a clerk, he proceeded to the cxa-- 
mination of, witnefTes accordingly.

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'The further examination of witneflcs 
was' adjourned by the Comnaiflioner to the 
12th of December, notice being given to 
the agent for Mifs De Grosberg, that her 
perfonal attendance during the examination > 
of all the witneffes, as well under the com* 
miffion granted on her own behalf, as un- 
der that of the Defendants^ was expeded j; 
.the queftion being in a great meafure a 
queflion of perfonal idenity, which made 
her prcfence abfolutely neceflary. 

Neverthelefs^ Mifs De Grosberg die! not 
attend on the day of adjournment, where- 
upon the agent for Lord Lauderdale ob- 
jected againft proceeding in the commiflion^ 
till, on fon^e future day, Mifs De Grosberg 
Ihould make her perfonal appearance : on 
the other hand, Mifs De Grosberg's agent 
was urgent for proceeding forthwith ; but 
the Commiffioner, thinking it unjuftifiable 
fo to do without Mifs De Grosberg's ap- 
pearance, after the notice given at the laft 
meeting, adjourned the bufinefs till the 
14th of December, at 12 o*clock. ' 

At the time laft appointed, the Com- 
miffiojier, having informed the two agents^ 
that Mifs De Grosberg had a few minutes 
before called at his door in a coach, and 
promifed to return immediately, fubmitted 
it to the parties. Whether or not he fhould

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without waiting till (he (hould be come 
back ? Upon this Lord Lauderdale's agent 
rcprcfented. That, as he Had had an op- 
portunity, together with the Commiflioner, 
^ of feeing Mifs Dc Grosberg, and alfo, by 
following the coach from his door to the 
end of the next ftreet, of (hewing her ^o 
feveral perfons intended to be examined oa 
the part of Lord Lauderdale, who were 
thereby enabled to fwear pofitively to her 
perfon, — ^hc (hould not oppofe the Com- 
mifiioner's proceeding as propolcd ; which 
was done accordingly by interrogating and 
taking the depofitions of the following 
perfons :

1 had fwore before for Mifs De Grof- 
ilierg, fince wlii<:h I have the death-ftroke, and (hall 
no more recover: fol beg you, for God's fake, to 
go to town, and find, Mifs l5e Grofberg out. Three 
minutes after thefe words, Mrs. Hole expired in the 
deponent's anns,<«but what day of the month it was 
the deponent had forgot. ' 

Ji>hn Sampfon^ merchant, Jdhanna his wife, Samuil 
Sampfon^ bruflimakei', and Alexander Sampfon^ fuRef, 
all of Exeter, fwore, on the 31ft of January, 1765, 
before Jacob Rowe, Efq; mayor. That* they were 
''Acquainted with Mifs Caroline De Grofberg (then in 
Exeter), ibe having lodged with one Pickard, a taylor 
Tin that city, and that during her ftay there fhc went 
ty the appellation of Mifi Caroline De Grofberg^ znii 
no other, bore a good character, and was looked upon 
i»y thiem as a virtuous lady: 

John Pickard^ of Exeter, taylor, and Elizabeth lifs 
V^ire, fwore, on the fame day, and befofe the fame 
magiftrate, That they were very well acquainted with 
Mifs Caroline De Grofberg (then in Exeter), Ih'e 
iiaving lodged apd boarded with them for eight 
months, during which, time fhe pailed under the name 
t>f Mifs Caroline de Grd/berg, and no other ; bore a 
good character, was looked upon by them as a vir- 
tuous lady, and was under the care of Antony Selloit, 
merchant} and that fhe left them and went to Lon- 
•don in 1 763. They further dcpofcd, that they knew 
one Afi/s La Rochett^^ who was, a teacher at Mrs. La 
Toache's (then dead), and was intimately acquainted 
with the faid Mifs Caroline De Grofberg j but, as 
Mi(s La Rochette had left Exeter for fome time, 
they coul^ not tell where (he then refided^ 

marie de La Rochette (above mentioned) fwore, oh 
the ift of February, 1765^ before Jo. Davis, Efq, 
Jufticc in New Sarum, Wiltfhire, That, in I'jtz^ 
fte was acquainted widi Mifs Caroline De Grofberg, 

who 
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Vho then lodged and boarded' with one Mrs. Pickard, 
in Exeter, about which time the deponent having 
occafioa to cbrrefpond on private affairs with one 
Mr. Silva ^nd Mr, Cortiflbs, and not f:hufing) fojr 
^fecret reafons, to co^i^efpoiid in her own name or un- 
der her owh hand, the faid Mifs Caroline de Grof- 
'berg offered to write letters, and fubfcribe them with 
her own name, for the deponent ; and accordingly 
'{he did fo write letters to the faid Mr. Silva and Mr. 
Cortiffps, wherein they were made to underft^nd that 
the deponent had changed her name, ^nd was repre^ 
fented under the name of De Grosierg* The depq.- 
nent further faid, that Mr. Cortiffos had never feen 
her in his life, nor had any acquaintance with her« 

* except by the above letters ; and that (he lived, at the 

"time of m^kin^ this dppofition, with Sir John Wat- 

ters, late colonel in the Devonfhire militia, and the(| 

. rcfiding near Andov^r» in Hampfliire. 

The following certificate, extradled, Sept. 14, 1764, 
from, the regifter of chrilleniqgs belonging to S(. 
John's, Hackney, concludes the evidence adduced in 
favour of Mifs De Grosberg :«f-*^ Carolina, daughter- 
*< of Charles and Carolina Fottcr, baptized ipth An- 
V guft^ 1763." 

We (hall now proceed to lay before the reader 
the examinations of the witnefles in behalf of 
the Earl and Countefs of Layderdale, part of 
which were taken at Edinbui^h, ^nd part at 
London. It is to be qbferved, however, that, 
on account of the extraordinary length of many 
of them, the redundant ^nd Icis infcreftipg pafc 
f^g^s are opiicted.

maker in Edinb^rgh^ depofed. That Mifs Dc Gn^ 
jb^rg iodged at her houfe from the ift of Kov^unber 
to the 26ty. of December, 17641 tkid flie waa borh

One evening, the deponent faw the Ukct of a lady

Oientioned, in her way to Lord Lauderdale'89 on Tuef* 
day, it was Friday evening before ihe fent notice 
thereof to Hatton 1 but a letter, written by the de- 
ponent's bg«band or fon, (the lady pretending ih^ 
could not write Englifli^) being then lent, Lord Lau- 
derdale bimfelf came ^6 Edinburgh the next day s 
I^owever^ Mifs De Gfosberg told the deponent ihe 
4id not chufe Co go in the chaife with his Lordifaip, 
DP account of his being a ftranger; upon M^ich the 
t:v\ ordered a ^haife for her alone. Before fhe went 
|o ilattop, fl)e told the deponent, that ^en fhe (hould 
attain the age o( ^5* (h^ ihould be her own miftrefs, 
and have an independent fortune. About a fortnight 
afterwards, on her return from Lord Lauderdale's^ 
in bis Lordihip's chaife, fhe faid fhe had left the fa^ 
mily, th)^ £ar| having ufed ber ilU and added, that 
^ French marchignefa wa4 as good as a Scots counteft 
at any timet and that it was an honour for Lord Lau** 
derdale to bavip her in his houfe. ' After itaying .on^ 
pr two nights, ihe went, a3 fbe Aid, txx (tx Mf t H^jil* 
derfon at Glaf^ow* 

. Margarit Aitkin^ the chambermaid, confirmed her 
miftrefs'^ leftimony, and feid, that Mifs De Grof-* 
berg told her, on coming back to the inn from Hat« 
ton, that her father was as good a man as {x>rd Lau-^ 
derdale, and one of the vpiSk fubftanti^ men in tbQ 
country where he lived. 

' Janus Thopifm^ wi:i(ing- mailer in Edinburgh, do- 
pofed, That fomc-time in April or May, 1764, he 
was fent for to write a kttec for a foreign lady then 
fit the New-Inn* She accordingly diSated a letter, 
and to a fair copy written by thcoeponent fubfcribed 
j:he nam/? M. I^Lobertson ; and thien the deponent 
^ddrefTed it to Mr. Henderfon at Glafgow. As to 
the contents, fo far as the deponent could recoiled^ 
St began with fom^ complimentary words, as if coming 
from a ftranger ; apd then proceeded to fet forth, 
^hat a }?dy named De Grosberg, who had been forac 
time in Lord Lauderdale's family, had lately abfented 
berfelf^ 01; a^coiHi^ pf fame di^ence that bad hap^ 
... ' : P^^s 
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pened, butwbicb might be acootemodatej if die w<nd4 
return ; and this Mr. Henderfon was defired to advife 
her to do, if he knew any-thing of her. The letter 
^fo mentioned, that, if there was any matrimonii 
contraft between Mifs De Grosberg and Mr. Henr 
derfon, it ihould be made evident ; but, if there was 
no fuch contra^, the letter- writer was of opinion, 
be (hould have nothing to do with her» but rather 
make his addreiTes to one more like himfelf. It con- 
cluded with an intimation, that whauwas written 
proceeded from a fricndfliip for Lord Lauderdale's fa-* 
mily, for Mifs De Grosberg who had left it, and for 
Mr. HendeKon, to whom it was fuppofed fbe had 
flown. From the deponent's defcription of the above 
foreign lady, no doubt remained that (he ^ was Mift 
De Grosberg herfelf, as he verily believed her to be. 

J^an Maitland^ daughter of Capt. Thojnw Mait- 
land» depofed. That (he was told by Mifs De Gros- 
berg at Hatton of a brother (he had at Batavia, and 
Was (hewn by her a letter addreflfed to the Countefs 
D'pdion and Grosberg, pretending it to be directed 
to herfelf, and to be a letter of thanks from two 
gentlemen who had been taken prifoners^ but re- 
leafed, upon her application, by the Due de Ni* 
vernois. Mifs De Grosberg alfo told the deponent, 
that Mr. Henderfon was Mrs. Potter's nephew, bad 
lately arrived from the Indies, and was worth 9000L. 
a year. .. The deponent was witncfs to Lady Lauder- 
dale's defiring Mifs De Grosberg to play upon the 
harpfichord, when (he excufed herfelf by pleading the 
bruifes (he had received by the overturning of the 
coach. Mils De Grosberg having propofed to teach 
Lady Mary Maitland to write, after two or three 
leflbns, the young lady (hewed her mother feveral 
(jpecimens, particularly the Ten Commandments in 
French, fo well done, that my Lady fufpeded the 
fame to be of the governefs's writing, and accord- 
ingly queftioncd the child about it, who at firft de- 
niedy but, being prefled a fecpnd time, owned the 
whole to be jiie performance of her tutorefs, by 
whom (he had been defired to Ihew it as her own : 

and 
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and thfs could not feut bt truth, iaar tlie jroung h^ 
could not write even to the prefent hour. Being iii* 
tcrrogated for Mifs DeGrosberg, whether, during her 
abode at Hatton, (he converfed ridiculouftjr at table ? 
the deponent anfwercd, (he only remertibered her 

fiving an account' of a brother, who (fte (aid) had 
een wounded, and loft both his tegs, bot\k his ears, 
and an arm. 

Leonardo Pefcaiore^ Italian mufic-mafter in Edin- 
T>urgh» depoted. That about fix weeks after Mifs De 
^.Grosberg left Lord Lauderdale's family, ftc applied 
to him to teach her to fing by note, with which 
Ihe was before unacquainted ; indeed, (he could 
iing three or four fongs by rote,. but knew nothii^ 
of^ti^e, noi* could (he play upon the hapfichord ^r 
guitar, nor had (he a good ear. He added, that (Ke 
'once atked him fo^r. catgut-gauze to (ew a pair 9f 
ruffies for him, but (from her unfettled fituitioA) did 
not execute above the half of one, and that (as far 
as he could judge) but indifferently. She reported 
herfelf to be daughter to the Count D*Affry, who 
having forced her to fign a contract pf marriage witTi 
a gentleman at the Cape of Good Hope, (he n«ct 
morning early, accompanied by her chambbrmaid, 
quitted her fatber^s boufe, and came to England. She 
further 'faid> that the Marchionefs De Nivernois, 
Countf fs D'Odion, was her aunt, lived at Cambray, 
and yearly fent her loo guineas 5 and the deponent 
himfelf put into the poft-houfcj^ by her defire, a letter 
addreiTed to a perfon (b titled, to acquaint that lady 
of her niece^s being then in diltrefs, and to beg the 
remittance of 100 guineas, which, was all (he would 
afk for that year. 

George Macqueen^ merchant in Edinburgh, depofed. 
That, about the 4th of April, 1764, Mr. Geor|C 
Henderfon delivered him a letter from Mr. James 
Stirling, merchant in Kingfton^ in Jamaica, recom^ 
mending the bearer as a ftrariger to his notice and 
favour, in confequence 6f which he invited Mr. Hen- 
derfon to dine at bis boufe ; but he excuied l^imfelf 
on account of a young French lady, with whom be 

came 
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eame down, and who was goicg as a conapanion t^ 
Lady Lajiderdale. Hereupon the deponent accom- 
panied Mr. Henderfon to the New Inn, and was in- 
troduced to Mifs de Grosberg, whom he then afkecl 
to dine with Mr. Henderfon at his houfe : however, 
they did n6t dine, but drank tea with bim in the 
cveningi after which tbey all went together to the 
play. Next day they dined at thje deponpnt's nio* 
tber-in-Iaw*f y and at night fupped ^t bis houfe. The 
day after they dii^ed at Leith, and fupped at the New 
Inn, which was t^e Jaft time the deponent faw Mifs 
De Grosberg before ihe went to Hatton. On none 
of thefc occafions did he hear her fay any-thingj con- 
<;erwng her family, fei;th.cr jtban once menuoning' 
thathcr 6ithcrw4« in this country in 174.5, an officer 
in the French fexvice ; but ihe frequently pretended 
an acquaintance with great perfonaged, particularly 
her Majefty, feveral ladies of the bedchamber, and 
the piuke of Cumberland at Newmarket. She alfo 
pretended, that (be had obtained her guardian's leave 
ip go for fomc time as a companion to Lady Lauder- 
dale, in order to get rid of a Welch gentleman who 
h^ made his addrciTes to her. About ten or twelve 
days after ihe went to Hatton> the deponent received 
^ meflage deliring his company at the New Inn, whi- 
tlber ihe was returnEcd* When he was come there, ihe 
informed him that ihe had had a <^ dreadful outcaA'* 
with Lord and Lady Laud^dale, and principally be-; 
caufe ihe propqfed tf> go to fee Mr. Henderfon a^ 
Glafgow, which then, however, ihe was fully bent 
upon, and (importuned the deponent to ^o with her^- 
but be declined it. Some days after this interview, 
ihe called in a chaife at the deponent's houfe, telling 
him that ihe was juft returned from feeing Mr. Hen-? 
derfon at Glafgpw, jand, as travelling had been ex- 
pcnfivc, afked him to lend her money to pay for tha 
frt^aife ; but .this he declined alfb. Being interrogated 
as to the g^ner^l tenor of her, behaviour, thecjeponent 
anfwered, that he did not obferve any-tfiing'lewd 11^ 
her condud, though he was ftr.uck with fome circufn^- 
ft^^es which in bis idea were incompatible with the 
N charafle^ 
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jdiaraflcr of a lady of falhion, as fhc pretended to be 5 

C' rticularly, when the deponent dined with her ^t 
nth, as affovc mentioned^ ihe called for and dranlf 
a dram, and, befides drinking fpore at and after din- 
ner than lad ie$ ufually do, carried fpme porter' an4 
drank it in the billiard- room. 

* David Wardropy furgeon ifi Edinburgh, depofed^ 
That fome time in the month of April, 1764, he 
was called upon to viGt Mifs De Grosberg alt the 
New Inn, when Ihe complained of lii diforder in her 
ftomach, and the fatigue of the journey, but faid 
nothing of any bruifes pr blifiers upon her^ nor did 
ihe deponent fee any. 

• John Baptijt Beuzeville, niinifjcr to the French cqht 

iregation in Edinburgh, depofed. That he had fcen 
life De Grosberg at Piccardy, in the neighbourhood! 
qf Ediaburgh^ and had hear.d her fay fee was the 
daughter of Count D'Affry, formerly ambalTador froni 
the court of France to the States General, and that 
flie had been jii feveral nunneries. However, he ob- 
ftrved fach a changeablenefs in her manner, as tq 
induce him to think her difordered in mind ; and he 
yrote to a brother pf his, a clergyman in London, 
enquiring whether (he was fuch a perfon ^s deferveq 
attentioii and regard. The apfwer he received wa^ 
Ijy no means favourable, rpprefenting her a^ having 
** misbehaved as a pcrfoh of her fex," and as having 
been very troublefome to a gentleman, who faid he 
Hnew hpr too wey to recommend her to any perfon. 

He/en Meals^ wife of Robert Norrie, painter ill 
Edinburgh," depofed. That fee had heard Mifs Dc 
Grosberg fpeak of her having lived with Mr. Crucifix 
within the palace, and often having accefs to fee her 
Majcfty: ' '

fluous to repeat. * • 

Jofipb Cortijisi of Fmch-larie, CornhiH, a Jew*, 
depofed^ That he knew the perfon who then pafled hf 
the name of De Grolberg, and who had a[^lied to 
him for a charaSer, and to give evidence iit her be- 
half in the prefent a^ion,' by ayerrihg that he never 
knew her by any other name than De Grofcerg ; but 
which he rCTufed to do, as flie miift be confcious he 
ibrmerly knew her by the name of De la RocbetUi 
and had received letters from her, of her own hahd- 
writrng, fafigned. Thcoceafion of the deponent's 
correfpondence with Mi6 De Gro(berg, he faid, was 
as follows :— ^Mr. Solomon De Silva, merchant, (a 
relation" of the deponent,} became acquainted with 
Mi6 De Grofberg in London, in 1761. About Apr3 
or Mayy 1762, Mifs De G#ofl>erg went to Exeter as 
a French tutorefs in a boarding-fchool there, and foon 
after figniiied to Mr. De Silva (hat fhe lyas with child 
\>y faifri ^ which information Mr. De Silva communi* 
cated to the deponent^ intimating that, he believed it 
might be ti^ue. Some time afterwards, Mr. De Silva 
having recleived an iccoutlt of Mifi De Grolberg's 
being brought to bed^ and being to quit England ia 
a few days, he recommended it to the deponent, as 
his friend, to correfpond with Mifs De Grosberg, 
and take care of the child. Accordingly various letters 
in French pafled between them^ and all from her un- 
der the name of Dela Rochette^^ which was the name

pcrs for a governefs to Governor Floyers's chtidrciif 
the deponent fuggefted to Mifs De Grosberg to apply 
ibr that plaoe, which (as (he informed him) (be ac- 
cordingly obtained, by virtue of a chanuSer given her 
by Mr. Sellon, a merchant at Exeter* From thia 
tmie the deponent faw nothing of l&ib De Grosb^g 
' till the Auguft following^ when (be toid him, that, 
having been taken iU, ihe was then in lodgings at 

money Toine time or other ; for I don*t know bjr wbat meant in 
«the world to ackfio^ledge hif goodnefs* tf I couId| by any 
fwiSble meant) jg^et, money, I would nay him myfelfj but that 
4befng out of my powerj I beg yott*ll write bim yoorfelfy and 
fiive him fome ligku or other into tkie affair 1 for fnei I am 
frighted to rpeak to hUn^ for. fear that thia iory does not anger 
hiniy and make him have no regard for me and my child* I 
kifay fiy tbaf Mr. Sellon bat a£)ed towards me as a father. I am 
fvrpriffad that Mr. Silva does not afifwer my letter. I wrote him 
of my being brought to bed. He ftnda me no aiifwer what I am 
to do.

In a former letter, addrefled to Mr. Silva, are the following 
curious paAsiges : ** I languidi to fee you ; my time is ended, I 
b«lieve; i cannot count fr; it wants a few days; I tremble to 
think of lying- in here. Mr. Sellon faid, I would be imprudent^ 
if I gave you the child to bring up in your religion. I told him 
that was not his bufinefs ; that you was the lather of it ; and 
that you ffaould have it.*'- ----.«« You cannot fay, althov^h I 
have proftitnte myfelf, it Was for the fake of gain ; far from 
that : it was out of pure loVe ^ having, 1 dare alTuw you, too 
high fentiments for that.** 

Clapton^ 
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Ctapton^ on feoard-wagcs ; and foon aftcrWarcfe the 
deponent tinderftood (be lodged at Hommerton, but 
fiill- on board-wages, and m Governor Floycrs's fcr- 
Vfce. In confequencc of Mr. Dc Sihra'a requeft, the 
^deponent bad at times grven Mifs De Groaberg moneys 
at the rate of a guinea per monthy for the care of tne 
^Hd, which, on her coming, to London from Exeter, 
ihe told the deponent (he. had left at nurfe near the l#ift- 
mentioncd place ; frhich ftory he beh'evedtill towards 
the hitter end of the year 176 j, when he was informed 
by Mrs, Glafs, (an acquaintance of both Mifi Dc 
Grosbcrg and himfclf,) that Mifs De Grosbere had a 
chtid at Hommerton, which was fuckled by herfelft 
feemed to be about four months old, and was a girU 
whereas the child Ihc pretended to have had by Mr,. 
De Sftva^ the deponent ahvays underftood, both from 
Mifs De Grosberg and Mr. Silva, to be a boy. Hence 
the deponent fufpe£ted Mr. Silva had been impofed 
upon, and by his order refufed to give her any more 
money on account of his fuppofed child, till (he pro- 
duced it, which (be refufed. The deponent believed 
Mifs De Grosberg to be a Dutch woman, as, in fpeak^^ 
ing Englifh, (be terminated her words with that ac- 
cent ; befideSy (he told him, (he was the daughte^r of 
Count Bentinck, at the Hague^ and had never been 
at Paris. The deponent did not know Mr. Sellon, of 
•Exeter, nor did he believe he was any relation or 
'guardian of Mifs De Grosberg, but only pretended 
'by her to be fo j for, when flie was about to try for 
Governor Floyer/s place, (he defied to make ufe of 
the deponent's name as her guardian, which falfhood 
be (Iridily forbad. The deponent then exhibited nine 
letters, five of which were written by Mifs De Grof- 
berg, either to Mr. De Silva or hlmfelf, from Exeter j 
the fixth to himfelf, on her coming to town from that 
place, but all iigned De la Rochette ; alfo four Tubfe- 
•quent letters, written by the fame hand, to Himfelf, 
and figned -D^ Gr<jj^^r^; whence it was evident that 
De la Rochette and De Grosberg were different names 
for one and the fame perfon. ♦ -

^iiiert &bMin^ of Gerard-ffreet, Soha, Jinenrcinipe^ 
and his wife, the perfons wbp were paying Mrs. FeU 
lows a tea-vifit on the Sunday afternoon when Mi4 
tit Grosberg firfl waited upon her, Confirmed,' in every 
refped, Mrs. Fellows's account of what then pafled^ 
toth in refpc£l to terms^ and the accornpliihmenrs 
lirhich Mifs De Grosberg profefl^d herfelf capable of 
teaching. 

Tbbmas Beelhyi* of l^alcJock, Bsrtfofdihire^ toacb- 
inan, depofed. That he had been employed for twelve' 
years to drive the Newcaftle ftage-coach from London 
to Baldock, and back again, and that, on infpefting 
the coach-books, he found a place taken for the 27th. 
of March, 1764^ by a Mrs. Crosbaei^ who he believed 
accordingly fet out in the faid ftage that night. Hd 
drove it himfelf, and therefore could aver, that the 
toach was not overturned or laid over on any bridge 
near Barnet or elfewhere, nor did any other accident 
liappen to it, n6r were any of the pauengers put into 
any confufion^ or receive any hurt, pr Complain qf 
having any box broke or any thing loft ; nor did any 
one defire him to make enquiry upon the road for a 
i^ufF, nor carry any thing to Mr. Crucifix's, near St< 
James's. 

Mifs Sarah Certijis, fifter to Jofeph CortiiTos before' 
examined, depofed* That the had often heard of the 
Acquaintance between Mifs De la Rochette and Mr. 
De Silva, and that the iirft time ihe faw her was on' 
her coming to London from Exeter, when (be acknow- 
ledged to the depohent, that (kt was the perfon who 
bad had a boy by Mr. Silva, but which ihe had left 
at nurfe near Exeter. The deponent further declared^ 
that foon afterwards, Mifs De la Rochette changed 
her name to Di Grosberg^ for this reafon, as fbe told 
the deponent, that, as flie had pretended to be the 
daughter of the Count de Bentinck, fhe might the 
more' eafily prevent a, difcovery of herfelf. Indeed, 
ihe had frequently told the deponent that (he wa» 
that Count's daughter, and had run away from her 
friends at the Hague, becaufe they would have hor 
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anarry the Governor of the Cape of Good Hope, wh0 
yras an elderly man, and whom therefore (he difliked. 

James Macgill^ of Hackney, linen-draper, depofed^ 
That he knew a fareign woman of the name of Potter, 
^ho in 1763 lodged at Mr. Hole's houfe at Hackney, 
which fame perfon had befpre lodged at Mr. JohnAon^s, 
at Clapton, under the fame naipe of Potter. And the 
faid Mrs. Potter had had addrefs enough to procure 
from his fhop, under irarious pretences, goods to the 
amount of 4I: 17s. for which he had never been paid. 
The deponent further declared, that Mrs. Potter told 
him the child of which (he was brought to bed at 
Mr. Hole's was her firft child. 

Elizabeth Pintlow^ wife of William Pcntlow, of 
Hommerton, farmer, depofed, That, in the beginning 
pf the year 1764, a woman who faid her name was 
Potter, and that file yiras a native of France, hired 
pne room in her houfe, at the rate of 5^. per week. 
She told the deponent that (he had laft lodged at Mrl 
Hole's, at Hackney, and had been there brought to 
fced of the little girl (he had with her at the deponent's 
houfe, uiKler thie care of her fervant Katharine Peet. 
^hi^ child lyas frequently fuckled by the mother in 
the deponent's prcfence, and generally lay with her a(; 
night.' Mrs, Potter was feveral times viuted by Mrs^ 
WcftaJl, (mentioned in Mr. Crucifix's depofition,) and 
once by Mr. and Mrs. ^rucjfix ; but no woman, whon^ 
the deponent knew by the name of De Grosberg, vi- 
i<tcd Mrs. Potter whilft in the deponent^s houfe. Mrs. 
Potter told the deponent fhe was twice married to 
Mr. Potter, firft \n France, and then in England^ 
and that he was a Parliament-man ; and on leaving 
her lodgings in March, Mrs. Potter pretended (he wasf 
going to Exeter, to bury her husband's mother, and 
(ell the eftate; which done, (he (hould return and 
fettle in London. And the deponent pofitively de- 
clared, tjiat the laft time (he faw the faid Mrs. Potter, 
was on the 14th of that inftant January, in a coach, 
rear Mr. Henry Davidfon's, in Poland-ftreet, wheri 
fee w^s pointed out to her by the agent for Lord 
auderdale;) a^ Miis De Grosberg, and the plaintifi^^ 
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' ill this •caafe; On thus feeing her io the ooach, the 
deponent iJK>ke to ber^ f^hgy Your iervant^ Mrs^ 
Futer^ whecfiupon (be repeatedly iki«^ I am not the 
perfon ; cev^rthelefs, the jdepooent was ^biblutely^ 
ceTuIn chat £he was the fame perfon who had lodged. 
3t Iter houfe, and was known to her )^y the uacne of 
Potter aforeTaid. 

Margaret Harrifon^ fifter to Mrs. Pentlow, befides 
confirnaiog the particular.s cootained ia the above exa«^ 
mJinaciQA, depoied. That, about the . latter end of 
February^ 1764, Mrs. Potter de&red thed^oneoit to^ 
accotcnpany her to Mrs. FeUpws's boufe, near Ldcef- 
ter- fields, which fhe accordiogly did^ in a xxiach bcn 
}«9gjng 'to one Mr. Boon, and remained therein by 
Mrs. Potter's de£re, whilft ibe herfelf went into the 
houie, where ihe continued about ^h hour'; aiiter.

Mr. Henry Pavidron'shoufe in Poland-flreet^ and ipoke 
to her in the fame manner as the above witnefs ; and, 
as Lord Lauderdale's agent had pointed ibe (ame per^' 
foQ out as Mifs l>e Grosbtrg, the plaintiff in the pre^^ 
lent Aiit, ihe was very fure that Mifs De Grosberg. 
was the fdf-(arae peribn ibe h^d foroKrly known h^ 
the name of Mrs, Potter. 

Deborah Marfom^ t^f Jerufalcm- fquare, midwife,, 
depofed, That, on the afthof July^ 1763, ihe deli^ 
Tcrcd Mrs. Potter of a girl, at the houfe of Mr. Hole, 
aod was afterwards prefent 4t the chriftening» when 
the infant was named Caroline, and the fponfors were 
an old French .gentleman, Mifs Mary Farar (wha 
]odged in the houfe), and Mrs. Potter^ who faid fhe 
flood proxy lor a near relation of hers then abroad : 
m^ the deponent was furc that no woman of the name 
of De Grosberg ftood god-mother^ or yiiited Mrs. Pottei^ 
whilil (he attended her. 

George Downing^ of Hackney^ furgeon and apothe«- 
cary^ depofed. That he knew Mrs. Potter whrlfl in 
lodgings at Ms. Hole's, and afterwards vifited ber at 
Mrs. Pentloiw's in the way of his bufine(s, in the 
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Cdurfe of which he faw her give facfc to the child (be 
was brought to bed pf at Mr. Hble*s, bled her twice, . 
and adminiflered medicines both to her and her child, 
but never heard of any woman of the name of De 
Grosberg who yifited her. The laft time he faw'tbe 
laid Mrs. Potter, fee was in a coach as above-men- 
tioned) and pointed out to him by Lord Lauderdale's 
ftgent 9sMifs Di Orofbirgj the plaintiff in the caufe; 
but the deponent was poiitive the perfon To pointed 
out was the identical woman he had attended, bled, 
and adminiftered medicines to, as aforefaid, under the 
name of Pottir. 

Tbamai fFrightj of Hackney, vintner, depo(ed,Tbat 
he was very well acquainted with Mrs. Potter both 
whilft fee lodged at Mr. Hole's and Mrs. Pentelow's ; 
and that fee was no other than the very perfon who 
Was pointed out by L«rd L.'s agent to three witnef- 
fes already examined, with whom he was when fee 
Was feen in the coach near Mr, Davidfon's. 

James Seiiy of Hackney, coachman, depofed. That 
he frequently drove Mrs. Potter from her lodgings, 
both at Mr. Hole's at Hackney, and Mrs. Pentelow's 
^t Hommerton, to London, and back again ; and alfo^ 
feveral times called upon her at Mr.Simons's houTe, 
the fign of the Civet-Cat, in Grace-church- ftreet, 
London, in order to carry her down to her lodgings. 
And one Sunday, in the preceding winter, the depo- 
nent drove Mrs. Potter, accompanied by Mrs. Harrifon 
(before-mentioned), to the houfe of Mrs. Fellows, 
near Leicefter- fields, and back again. The laft time 
, he faw the faid Mrs. Potter was when Lord L.'s agent 
pointed her out to him, together with four oth^r 
witneiTes, as Mi/s De Grosherg, and he knew her for 
certain to be the perfon he had driven as above fet 
forth, and to whom he had frequently carried parcels 
direfled to her by the name of Potter', 

Mrs. Mary Jkkigdaienej widow of Gabriel Rifoliere, 
late of Newman-si-cpurt, Cornhill, furgeon and man-, 
midwife, depofed, That, in the fpring of the year 
1)63, a lady of the name of De Grosberg, being in 
a bad fiate of bealtH, applied to the deponent's huf^ 
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band far gfiflm^e, to which fk^ was m:wmien40d hjf 
'one Mr. Bell, an acquaintance of Mr.Sellon^, mer<- 
*chant, at Exeter, and alfo bv letter9 received from 
the faid Mr. Sellon himfelf, who at times i^m jremil- 
tances of money for her ufe. She tofd the deponent, 
that (he >¥as then in the fervice of Governor Floyer, 
-but mud leave it, as fl^ apprehended herfelf to he 
with child. She accordingly took lodgifigs, firft %t 
Claptpn, and afterwards at Mrs. Hole*« at Hackney^ 
zt which laft (be was, as (he herfelf told the depoiient, 
'brought to bed of a girU In 1764, in the fpring^ 
flie informed this deponent (he was going into Sc^- 
Jand, ac governels to two youag ladies of <|,uality» 
and 'at the fame time oicntiooed her bavipg been fuedt 
in the court of eonfcienoe, by one Thomas H^U, a 
coachman at CUpton, for a bill of coach-hires } whkh

there by the name of Potter. The deponent further

Sufannah Semnrd^ wife of Henry Berttard, of White-^ 
gate-atley, London, currier, dcpofed. That flie lodged 
at Mr. Hole's, at Hackney, from the i8th of June to 
the 5th of Odoher, 1763, and knew Mrs. Potter, 
who held one room there at the ftme time,' wherein 
fhe was brought to beef of a girt, at the chriftehing ' 
of which the depoiient Was preferit, when ah old gen- 
tleman flood god-father, and Mifs Farar (a lodger in 
the fame houTe) and Mrs. Potter* herfelf flood god- 
inothers. No woman of the name of De Grosberg 
was there, ^or did the deponent know any perfon fp 
called. 

MagdakH Lardanty of Church-ftreet, Spitalfields* 
lifter of the above witnrfs, depofed, That Mrs. Potter 
afked her to fland godmother to a child of which (ho 
was delivered at Mr. Fjole's, at Hackney, but the de- 
ponent refnfed. 

Mifs Mary Farar^ of Fleet-ftreet, London, mille- 
ner, depofed. That ihe lodged at Mr. Hole's, at Hack'* 
fiey, during the month of Tuly, 1763 1 and that anoi* 
thcr lodger, Mrs. Potter, being brought to bed of 4 

frirl, deured the deponent to fland godmother to the 
ame, as reprcfenting her hulband's mother, telling 
her at the fame time that Mifs Lardant (the laft wit- 
jiefs) would fland as the other godmother. Accord- 
ingly! the deponent did fland godmother as proxy for 
•Mrs. Potter's huft)and's mother, but Mrs. Potter her- 
felf flood in the place of IA\{s Lardant.

low, Mrs. Margaret fjarrifon., }Ak» George Downing,, 
Mr. Thoinas Wright, an4 James ScU, five witneHesi 
before examined, who. all fppke to her by the name of 
Mrs. Potter, and averred to tbe deponent th.at (he wa^ 
the very perfan they had before knowri by that name ; 
iind the deponent was poQtiye, that the perfon fo adr 

« dreffed by them \yas the felf-fame Mifs De Grosberg 
whom He knew to have been engaged in Lord Laudct- 
dale's family ,.,an4 who wsis the plaintiff in this caufe^ 
Henry David/on^ pf Poland ft rcet, Weftminfter,^ 
gentleman, depofed, Tha( having been nominated ^ 
vonimiilioher fo^ taking the depofltip^ pf viri.tnei|qs 
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^t^%e additoetin behilf of Miff DfeGfosberg; lie ftp* 
potntecl the gtb of Januaiyibr that purpofe, on which 
day ihe :attciided. But, during the examinatibn of 
one of the. witncffes, Mifs De Grosberg more than 
once interrupting the faid witneft, the<]eponent thought 
it his dttly to- tell her, that flic muft not break in up6|i 
the witnefs whilft giving.an anfwer to a.queftion, bu<

davit was produced. 

J — ^ (mentioned in the latter part of the 

^bovc depofition) depored, That, fince he was exa- 
tnined on the part of the plaintiff, he had read die 
affidavit authonfing the arreft mentioned in his depo* 
£tion, of which he believed the paper- writing produced 
by the former witnefs to be a true copy. And the 
deponent had reafon to believe, from the perufal of 
the faid affidavit, thai he muft, at the time of his 
making the fame, have underfiood> that the faid plain- 
tiff 
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tiff pa&d and was known by thenaotne c( Pottel* u 
well as riiat of Grosberk. 

[The proceedings uiider this dommiflioft, btfguii ort 
the 1 7th of January, 1765, were clofed on the 9th 
of February following, by the Commlffionef's and 
Clerk's certifying, that Mift De Grosberg herftlf did 
not attend any i5art of the preceding examinations $ 
and that her agent had been prefent at taking the de- 
pofitions of Mrs. Fellows and Mr. Coftifk>s only ^ 
notwithftandihg it had been by due notice fignified to 
them, that, in cafe of Mifs De Grosberg's abfence^ 
(he would be holdeil as codfefled to b^ the perfon 
whom Meflrs. Wright and Downing, Mrs. Pentelow^ 
and Mrs. Harrifon, faw In the coach in Marlborough** 
ftreet a$ above-men tioiied.] 

HERE we are unwillingly compelled to break 
off abruptly, the prc^ecutri? not thinking pror 
per to proceed any farther in her fuit, efpecially 
as the Court, for rea^ns bed known to theni* 
ftrlves, had reje^led her af^Deal to a jury of ma- 
trons, the method by which fhc propofrd to aC- 
certain her perfonai purity and virgin innocence. 
Whether this offer was; made as the laft refourcc 
of injured modcfty, and in full confidence of a 
refufal^ we fhafl not pretend to determine *, it 
feems, however, to have been the. defperate ef- 
fort of declining credit, and the only method 
Ihe had left to overturn the veracity of the tef- 
timony againft her, which the generality of man- 
kind will probably venture to pronounce full 
and dec^five as to one articlp, viz. that Mrs. 
Potter and Mifs De Grojberg are one and the 
fame perfon. Upon this folid and fubftantial 
foundation .we leave the candid reader to raifc 
the fuperftrufture, and to form his notions from 
thence of the other parts of her cbarader and

Could wc follow this female adventurer through 
the whole of her fortunes, and trace her through 
.the mazes and fubterfuges in which (he vifibly 
attempts to lofe her purfuers, her hiflory and 
anecdotes would, we fancy, form a very enter- 
taining memorial. But the misfortune is, tha( 
Vft not only know nothing of our heroine's orif 
gin and charadier, prior to MrXortiflbs's account 
of her, but, with the waving of her. fuit, wc 
lofe fight of her till the year 1767, when the 
following article appeared in the public prints :

With what riew this was infcrted in the news* 
papers, we Ihall not prefume to aflertj only we 
cannot help remarking, that the legacies are 
cxprcffcd to have been given in fterling Englifh 
coin, although ic is ulual in foreign articles of 
intelligence to mention all fums of money in 
livres. If this paragraph fliould not have; been 
contrived and calculated to further any new pur- 
pofe, and to raife extraordinary credit, wc can- 
not otherwife account for it. However, after 
this period, we do not remember to have even 
heard the name of De Grojberg 'till it was re- 
vived on a late occafion. Perhaps matrimony 
may have given a Jegal title to a new one, 
or her noble blood may have been enriched hf 
a ftill nobler pedigree, and exalted into royal.

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It is ftot/howcrer, any viol^on cST candoqr
